found here late yesterday afternoon. 


Tlie heads of all the victims had 


been crushed, and the appearance of. 
the bodies indicated that they had" 
been dead several days 
and that 


death came while they slept. 


A report says the murderer has 


been caught and that he has con- 
fessed, but this is denied by 
the 


police officials, who, it is intimated, 
fear a lynching might follow such 
an announcement. 
An axe 
which 


last week had been loaned to Mrs. 
Henry F. Wayne, one of the vic- 
tims, by J. R. Evans, a neighbor, 
was found, bloodstained, by 
fcrs. 


Evans on Monday near the 
back 


door of the Wayne home. 
No at- 


tention was paid to this fact, how- 
ever, as it was thought the axe had 
been used in killing chickens. 


The Dead. 


Mrs. Alice May Burnham, wife of 


A. J. Burnham, cook at the Mod- 
ern Woodman Sanitarium.

The discovery of the bodies 
was 


made by a neighbor, who called at 
the Burnham home to spend the af- 
ternoon. 
Not getting any response 


and noticing a strong 
odor, 
she 


forced 
an 
entrance. 


The bodies of Mrs. Burnham and 


her two children were found in their 
beds, which were covered with blood. 
The walls and ceiling 
were 
also 


spattered. 


The woman rushed to the street 


and gave the alarm. 
A dozen per- 


sons 
instinctively 
wont 
to 
the 


Wayne house, where there had been 
no signs of life since Sunday, 
and 


the same terrible scene was pre- 
sented. 
Covered in bed as though 


in their natural sleep were the bod- 
ies of Mr. and Mrs. Wayne 
and 


their babe, all horribly mangled, as 
In the case of the bodies in the Burn- 
ham house. 


That such a crime had been com- 


mitied in a thickly-settled neighbor- 
hood and left unrevealed for three 
days is regarded as almost incred- 
ible. 
Not even a footprint is to be 


found on the floor of either houso 
and not a person could be touiid 
who had seen anyone about 
the 


premises since 
Sunday 
aiternoori, 


when all the murdered persons 
at 


different times were in a neighbor- 
ing grocery store. 


Little is known of 
the 
Wayne 


jfamily here except that Wayne came 
to the Modern Woodmen Sanitarium 
about ten months ago Irom -Indiana 
as a patient. 
One month ago fl 


term in tho institution was up and 
he brought his wife and children to 
this city and rented the house in 
whien they were murdered. Neither 
had any relatives here. 


When brought into the morgue, 


the bodies were almost unrecogniz- 
able. The head ot every one oC tho 
six victims was either cut or smash- 
ed open, and in almost every case 
the number ot wounds indicated that 
the murderer had cut and smashed 
•until he was sure he had destroyed 
life."Oh, my poor children, my poor 
children! 
I can never believe it. Oh 


it is awful. 
How could it happen?' 


This pathetic cry reached over the 


neighborhood as Mrs. ICmma B. Hill 
mother of Mrs. Burnham, sobbed out 
her grief on the porch of a neigh- 
boring hou.ie, where friends were 
trying to comfort her.

LAST DAY IN MICHIGAN 


Where Republican Party is Hope- 


lessly Divided—Sounds a 


Warning. 


(By United Press.) 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Sept. 21.— A" 


detailed defense of his vetoes of the 
tariff bills was delivered here toffay 
by President Taft on the last day of 
his visit to the split Republican state 
of Michigan. 


The President rested "his entire case 


on the foundation that his administra- 
tion is committed to the revision of 
the tariff, scientifically through 
the 


tariff 'boards. He criticised the meth- 
ods of congress in passing the bill? 
revising the wool bill, "making addi- 
tional to the free list and revising tlie 
cotton schedule. To prove that the' 
Republican party is committed to the 
tariff board policy the President re- 
viewed the history of the movement 
for a tariff board. 


He quoted clauses 
endorsing the 


policy from the Republican state con- 
vention of Ohio, New York, Wiscon- 
sin, Iowa and Kansas, even the very 
states whose insurgent representatives 
voted for the tariff bills. 


The measures, the president de- 


clared did not represent a proper min- 
ister of protection of the Industries 
affected and were therefore not good 
(republican legislation. 


"If I had allowed the wool bill to 


become a law," he said, "the progress 
*maae toward a better method of re- 
vising the tariff would have been en,- 
tirely lost and the policy thr6wn to th« 
winds." 


The president also argued that the 


hasty framing of important tariff bills 
at an extra session of congress called 
for another purpose was unnecessary 
as the tariff had been instructed to 
report particularly on wool in time for 
the action at the regular session this 
winter. 
In conclusion the president 


defiantly outlines his tariff policy, and 
declared that he would pursue that 
policy at all hazards. 


"I insist," he said, "that we have 


now reached a point when eveiy one 
ought to realize that the tariff ought 
not to be changed and business dis- 
turbed except upon information which 
will allow us to pass bills that will 
disturb it least. The natural opera- 
tion of the tariff under such condi- 
tions with American ingenuity is to 
be to reduce the cost of production and 
that in itself will secure iE we adhere 
to that policy, a reduction of tariff 
rates from time to time. But to cut 
them now with 'blacksmiths tools' is 
to invite in the next two or four years 
a revulsion of feeling, and then a re- 
currence of higher rates and the old 
system of high tariffs. I propose to 
stop such a movement so far as I can, 
and to secure a reduction in accord- 
ance with the 
Republican platfoi in

Agnes Weston—and the Letters She Wrote. 


OMEN'S letters have played an Interesting part In the world's affairs. 


There have been bright, chatty letters giving vivid pictures of the 
times that have come down to us almost in the nature of history. 


_____ 
There have been letters that have precipitated wars; letters that 


have Inflamed pride or patriotism, or many another emotion that has led 
to events the writer little dreamed. 
But we doubt If- any letter ever did 


quite the good that did a letter penned by Agnes Weston, or led to quite 
such unexpected results. 


Agnes Weston was always Interested In charitable work, but her labors 


took no particular form until one day in 1868, she wrote a letter—the 
letter that in the end was to make her famous—to a soldier on his way 
with his regiment from England to India. 


The soldier read the letter and re-read It, and because it so overflowed 


with kindly sympathy and cheeriness, and was so full of inspiration for 
high living and thinking, he showed it to one of the sailors on the ship 
that was bearing him to the far East. 


The sailor read it with the same glow at his heart as did the soldier, 


and as he handed it back, he said: "That is good. We poor fellows haw 
no friend to write to us. Do you think the lady would write to me? I 
would give anything to receive a letter like that." 


The soldier when he replied to the letter told Miss Weston what the 


sailor had said. And thus the great work for which she is now famous 
was started. 
Out of the kindness of her heart, she wrote to the sailor. 


He replied and told of many other sailors who would be glad to get letters. 
She could not refuse the plea of these lonely men, and every week the 
correspondence gr,ew. 
She made friends with hundreds of sailors in this 


way. 
"We never light our pipes with your letters," wrote one sailor, 


"because you think about us and care for us." 


Finally, the demand for letters became so great that Miss Weston 


could no longer write them personally, and so she issued a printed letter. 
The first year, five hundred copies of these printed letters a month were 
sent to sailors. This circulation has increased until today, thousands of 
printed letters reach sailors at almost every port. They are also sent to 
the English naval hospitals, coastguard stations and lighthouse keepers. 


But the work did not end here. One day a delegation of the lads from 


H. M. S. "Impregnable" came to Miss Weston, and said, "Please ma'am, 
do you think you could write us boys a letter all to ourselves? The men's 
letters just don't seem to fit us." 
She assented, and today, the lads 


in the British Navy receive their monthly letters which are distributed 
by the sackfuls all over the world. 


From this close association with the sailors and their Interests other 


work grew. 
She found that when the sailors came ashore, they often 


had no place to go to, and wandered the streets, ending usually by seeking 
saloons and getting into brawls. She decided that something must be done 
to offset this. She went to one of the seaport towns of England where 
many sailors came ashore, and distributed notices inviting them to a large 
public room. An attractive program was provided at the time of singing 
and reading. From this grew, in time, the establishment of the Sailors' 
Rests, that are now to _be found in almost all ports. 
The sailors have 


nicknamed these places'"The Three C.'s—coffee, comfort and company;" 
and any one who knows how desolate and dreary is the lot of the common 
sailor can appreciate what such a place means to him. 


Thus from the writing of a letter penned in sympathy to one going 


from home, has grown a work that has brought joy and brightness into 
thousands of lives, and kept the feet of many a man and-boy from turning 
aside into paths that mean only wretchedness. 
It was the heart of love 


that prompted it, and whenever' love prompts, good follows.

BANK VENTURES 


TO BE STOPPED 


Columbus, O., Sept. 21.—The Or- 


angeville Savings Bank Company, of 
Orangeville, Trumbull County, aii in- 
stitution having deposits aggregating 
about $100.000 was closed today by 
Chief Examiner Charles R. Dodg'e at 
the order of Superintendent P. IS. 
Baxter, of the Banking Department of 
the state. In a statement attributing 
the bad condition of the bank to vai- 
ious sorts of management, part of 
which was handed down to the pres- 
ent officers from a former regime, 
the department estimates that the in- 
stitution will be able to pay its de- 
positors in full. 


Due to an abnormal demand upon 


the bank for interest on time depos- 
its and other banking arrangements, 
which, the department says, is one of 
the inherent weaknesses of banks or- 
ganized according 
to 
the "F. E. 


Christy promotion." it has been true 
for several years that the bank has 
not been paying running expense and 
has suffered a steady decrease in its 
surplus and undivided profits. 


At" the time the state banking de- 


partment took hold there was a credit 
of $991.63 in the account of undivid- 
ed profits, but the bank has not paid 
a dividend for some time. The capital 
stock is $25,000, all of which is sub- 
scribed, but only $12,500 paid in. 
leaving the holders of the shares lia- 
ble for another §12,500. 
Figuring 


this amount into the assets, the baua 
has about $115,301 for the discharge- 
of its liabilities, of which there is 
only about $2,000 in addition to the 
deposits. 


Two years ago the directors were 


forced to give notes to make up a de- 
ficit, and the fact that this $9,000 
of assets bore no interest and that 
high interest was paid on time depos- 
its is blamed for the failure of the in- 
stitution. 


Of the ?100,000 deposits only $32.- 


000 are savings accounts, the rest be- 
ing small commercial balances. 


The bank was established in 1902, 


and the present 
officers are J. H. 


Morrison, President; E. R. Pell, Vice- 
President; A. E. Hunt, vice president 
and E. U. Hyde, secretary and cash- 
ier.

1 per cent tax law, which is counted 
upon to work great benefit to the peo- 
ple at large, and it was not reluctant 
to say that any attempt on the part ot 
the Hamilton county commissioners

In case of an attempt to force the 
Auditor to add an "emergency" levy 
to the general levy for taxes in order

The courts have not yet defined the 


word "emergency" as

Smith law, but Judge Dittey feels con- 
fident that the Supreme court will sus- 
tain the commission's definition, which 
is taken direct from Webster. To1 do 
otherwise would,, in the opinion of the 
Tax Commission, permit any board of

In Hamilton county it is 
estimated that such two additional 
mills would bring a cash return of 
$1,200,000. 


TAX COMMISSION 


WOULD NOT ALLOW 


ADDITIONAL LEVY 


Columbus, Sept. 21.—Bearing the 


news that the county commissioners 
will have to go before the people at 
the November election if they wish to 
raise $250,000 more for road purposes 
than will be allowed them by the bud- 
get commission of Hamilton county, 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Albert 
Bettman returned to Cincinnati last 
night after a conference with the State 
Tax Commission, regarding what 
is 


known as the "emergency road repair 
levy" in the Smith 1 per cent tax law. 


Naming a number of roads, includ- 


ing several old,pikes which have been 
recently purchased by the county 
f i om the old turnpike companies which 
owned them, Mr. Bextrnan told 
the 


commission that the county commis- 
sioners had found they need $250,000 
to put these roads in repair. He repre- 
sented also that this money is re- 
quired at once, and in this sense is an 
"emergency." He made no 
attempt, 


however, to have a Tax Commission

the roads have fallen are due to any 
".emergency" or any unforseen casual- 
ty. Rather, he indicated that the con- 
dition is due entirely to ordinary wear 
and tear, and to the neglect of the 
roads by the old companies whicli 
owned them. 


Following its ruling in Franklin 


county, the Tax Commission informed 
Mr. Bettman that the condition 
does 


not constitute an "emergency," and 
that no additional levy, in addition to 
the sum allowed the county commis- 
sioners by the budget commission, may 
be 'made under the "emergency" levy 
provision. 


The commission maintains that to 


permit such a levy ^ould open the way 
for wholesale evasions of the letter as 
•well the spirit of the 1 per cent tax 
law, for it would then only be neces- 
sary for county commissioners to pass 
resolutions arbitrarily declaring that 
an "emergency" exists, and then levy 
as much as two additional mills if 
they so chose. 


The Tax Commission holds that the 


remedy under the circumstances lies 
•with 
the 
people 
themselves. 
The 


commissioners may go before the peo- 
ple with a proposed increase in the 
levy, specifying that it is wanted for 
road" repair purposes, and if the peo- 
ple vote them this increase then the 
money may be raised and not other- 
wise. If it is refused the Tax Commis- 
sion thinks the county could do very 
•well to apply the available roafl repair 
funds to the places which need them 
most, and leave the less damaged por- 
tions to be repaired when more funds 
are available. 


Judge R. M. Dittey, chairman of the 
Tax Commission, declared that per- 
sonally the members of the commis- 
sion are as vigorous advocates of good 
roads as there are in the state, but 
they consider the 1 per cent tax prin- 
ciple of far greater importance than 
the roads, and feel confident that if 
the county officials will only 
adapt 


themselves to the operation of the 
new law this year, submitting to a 
temporary 
inconvenience 
perhaps, 


there will be plenty of money in the 
future, and the good roads movement 
will eventually be 
assisted 
rather 


than retarded as the advocates of the 
principle seem to fear. 


In the effort to take advantage oi 
the ''emergency" levy provision the 
Tax Commission can see nothing but a

VIVIDLY DEPICTED 


AT TBE EMPIRE 


Good crowds saw the interesting 


historical pictures of the great Johns- 
town flood ai the Empire theatre on 
Wednesday afternoon and evening. 
The pictures are featured by. an inter- 
esting lecture curing the exhibition 
of a large number of stereopticon 
views of the scenes in and around 
Johnstown. 


In this flootf 3.000 lives were lost 


and nearly SOO bodies which were re- 
covered were never 
identified and 


were interred in the cemetery on the 
hill-top overlooking 'the town. 


W. J. Schell, one of the men who 


control the exhibition pictures of the 
flood, is the lecturer and he tells an 
interesting story while the scenes are 
turown on the screen. 


Many interesting stories secured 


direct from the survivors of the great 
disaster are woven in his narrative of 
the trangic event. While the pictures 
for this film are being made, a wreck 
occurred near Johnstown ana the mo- 
tion picture man took his machine to 
the scene and gives the people an op- 
portunity to see how the wrecking 
crews work in clearing the tracks 
after a big wreck. 


Mr. Schell, is a former newspaper 


man, 
having been associated with the 


Pittsburg Post for several years.

had an opportunity to get into the 
motion picture business and took ad- 
vantage of it. He, with his associates 
control the exhibition privilege of 
eight films three of which are pic- 
tures of the Johnstown flood.

The in- 
vestigations of the Ohio Experiment 
Station indicate that a great per- 
centage of catalpa stock distributed 
ill the past has been spurious, and 
on account o£ the shortage in seed 
last year, this practice may be ex- 
pected to assume much greater pro- 
portions. 


The common 
catalpa (bignonio- 


ides) bears seed much more prolifi- 
cally than the commercial speciosa, 
and the crop of the former was good 
last year, making this species easy 
to obtain and substitute for tho spe- 
ciosa. 


Prospective planters next spring 


certainly need every assurance pos- 
sible before being justified in pur- 
chasing seed or trees of the 1910 
seed crop.
